Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a self test circuit allow separate control 
of a transmitter section and a receiver section as the current application. More 
specifically, a self-test data generator for generating test data; a transmitter section 
coupled to the self-test data generator, the transmitter section operable for receiving the 
test data and processing the test data in the same manner as any other data to be 
transmitted by the transmitter section; a receiver section coupled to the transmitter 
section, the receiver section operable for receiving the test data output by the 
transmitter section; and a test data analyzer coupled to the receiver, the test data 
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analyzer operative for verifying the accuracy of the test data output by the receiver, and 
outputting an error signal if there is an error in the test data, wherein a first signal is 
input to the self-test data generator and a second signal is input to the test data 
analyzer so that one of the self-test data generator and the test data analyzer is capable 
of being activated or deactivated without activating or deactivating the other of the self- 
test data generator and the test data analyzer.
